Here is now ſome Probability of a Peace between 
the Exgliſb and the Dutch : which will allo - 
reconcile this Crown to that of Great-Britain; fince 
the King of France engag'd in this Var, only on the 
Account of the Du teb his Allies.

"Tis true, we have a common Notion of Four Quar- 


ters of dry Land; Alia, Africk, Europe, and America. 
Yet this is quarrell'd at by thoſe of later Times, who 
add a Fifth, which they call Magellanica, or the South- 


ern unknown Earth. From immemorial Times, our 


Fathers were acquainted with the Three Firſt Divifions 
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or Precincts of the Globe : But the two laſt were but 


of late diſcover'd, ſince the Improvement of Navi- 
gation, and the Invention of the Compaſs. 


There is a vulgar Tradition, every where in Vogne, 


that after Noah's Flood, 4a fell to the Share of Sen 
and his Pofterity, Africk to Cham, and Europe to Ja- 
on Whether this be true or no, cannot be prov'd, 
but is wholly owing to Conjecture. However, this 
is certain, that if it were ſo, there have been mighty 
Changes in the Inheritances of Noah's Of-/prine, 
and Alterations of their ſeveral Limits: Inſomuch, 
as now they ſeem to be im part blended and” mix'd 
together, or at leaſt ſhuM'd. from one to another. 

Thoſe who liv'd in the Middle Ages, made but 

Troo Diviſions of the Globe, viz. Aſia and Europe. 
And in this they alſo. differ d: For ſome made Africk 
only a Province, or Part of the latter, perſuading 

themſelves that they were antiently rolined together, 
tho' afterward ſeparated by a violent Irruption of the 
- Atlantick Sea by the Streights of Gibraltar, which 
before was a narrow [/7hmus, or Neck of Land; but 


from the Time that Bank was waſhed away, the Me- 


 diterranean Sea derived its Origin, Others made 
Allrict a Part of Alia, they being not abfolutely part. 
ed by any Sea; though ſome Egyptian Kings and 
Roman Emperors attempted to make a Canal between 
the Mediterranean and Red Sea.

A third Sort divided the known Part of the World

Vet there wanted not Men of Wiſdom in other 
Parts of the World, who ftrove to untold all Things, 
and render Mankind familiar with whatſoever fel 
under human Intellet. Among theſe, the Indiau 
and Chineſes deſerve the firſt Place, who were never 
covetous of the Gifts of Nature, but fought to im- 
prove all thoſe of their Nations in the Knowledge 
of the Arts and Sciences, and eſpecially in the Sy/fen 
of antient Hiſfory. Theſe People ſhut up themſelves

their Lives : So there are ſome Men to whom Wane, 


| Fleſh, Cheeſe, Apples, Herbs, and other Things 


are an Abomination from their Cradles. There have 


been others, who, by a Præternatural Noone 
TS on In 5 ve 
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have liv'd ſome Days, Weeks, Months and Vears, with- 
out either Meat or Drink. So Plato records, That 
Herus Pamphilius lay ten whole Days among the Dead

Carcaſes of Soldiers ſlain in Battel; and when he 
was taken up to be laid on the Funeral Pile, they 


perceived him to be alive. Laertes tells us, That 


Pythagoras faſted forty Days and forty Nights from 
Meat and Drink. From whom Apollonius Thyanæus 
learned the Art of keeping almoſt a perpetual Faſt. 
And theſe Modern Times afford us the Example 
of a Spaniard whom they call Alcantare, who every 
Moon uſed to faſt for ſeven or eight Days together. 
So a famous German Maid was diligently obſerved 
and watched, whilſt ſhe paſs'd away full ſeven Years 
Time without Meat, Drink, Sleep or Excrements. 
France alſo boaſts another Virgin, who fafted above 
three Years together. „3 | 
Such Abſtinences as theſe are not to be put to the 
Account of Virtue, in regard they were not the Ef- 
fets of human Choice, but the Decrees of Fate. So 
would our Abſtinence be depraved, if we ſhould 
only practiſe it, as the old Gentiles did, who forbore 
to kill or eat ſome certain Beaſts, becauſe they 
held them conſecrated to their Gods. As the Dog. 
to Diana, the Tyger to Bacchus, the Horſe to Neptune, 
the Wolf to Mars, the Eagle to Fupiter, the Peacock 
to Juso, the Swan to Apollo, the Dove to Venus, the 
Ow! to Minerva. Nor need we to abſtain on the 
Account of the Soul's Tranſmigration; for fo we 
ought to forbear the Vegetable Products of the 
Earth, as well as Animals, ſince the Soul is indiffe- 
zent to all Bodies in its ſeparate State. _ 
But our Reaſon in this Point ought to take its

Riſe from the Fundamental Law of Nature, the Origi- 


nal Fuſtice of the World, which teaches us, Not to do

Such is the 
lovely Intermixture of Hills and Valleys, Groves and 
Plains, Palaces and Gardens, that a Traveller is 
raviſh'd as he paſſes on the Road. But this is not 
all: She is as rich as fair. No Country in the 
World can match 7ta/y, for the Plenty and Variety 
of excellent Wines; only they are of no long Con- 
tinuance. Above all the reſt, Travellers commend 
that Sort which they call Lachryme Chriſti, or the 
Tears of Chriſt, for its delicious Taſte : Which when 
a Dutchman once taſted, he burſt forth into this Ex- 
elamation; O Chriſt, zohy didit not thou weep in my 
Country? At Papia there are a Kind of Aromatick: 
Grapes, which leave a fragrant Odour in the Mouth 
of him that eats them. It is recorded of a certain 
Roman Lord, That when he was in Priſon half dead

| Princes. A certain French Author gives us a very 
compendious Account of the Benefits a Stranger 
gets by travelling into 7taly, in theſe Words; We 
go into Italy, ſays he, with incredible Charges, only 
to purchaſe the mere Shadow of Civility, and we bring 
back from thence the-whole Syſtem of Vices. The Mi. 
Haneſe teach us how to cheat. From the Venetian. 
we learn Hypocriſy. Rome transforms us into per- 
fect Atbieſts and Libertines. Naples turns us to 
Satyrs, Florence inſtructs us in the Artificial Methods 
of poiſoning. There is not one City, which does 
not tincture us with ſome Specifick ill Qualities.

After his Death, Semiramis his Wife took upon her 
the Government, counterfeiting the Perſon of Ningu; 
his Son, who was yet but a Child. She wore the 

Habit of a Man, and being like her Son, paſs'd for 
him, as the lawful Succeſſor, unſuſpected. This Virago 
enlarg'd the Congueſts of her Husband, and ſpread her 
Empire from India to Athiopia ; and to lay the Foun- 
dation of an immortal Fame, ſhe built Babylon. 

To her, ſucceeded Ninyas her Son, of whom no- 
thing is remarkable but his Effeminacy. For neg⸗ 
lecting the Affairs of War, he ſpent all his Time 
among his Concubines. And the ſame Stain is faſten' 

on his Succeſſors, even to Sardanapalus; in whole 

Death the A Hrian Monarchy ſuffer'd an Interruption, 
being Cantoniz'd into Petty Royalties by the Go 

_ wernors of Provinces. Among whom, thoſe who al 
ſum'd the Crown of Babylon were of moſt Note, in 
regard they firſt recover'd the broken Empire to it 
Old Grandeur and Unity. 5

And it was concluded by ſome of 
them, That the Motion of the Earth being granted, 
its ſtanding ſtill, or going back at theſe extraordinary 
Times, would ſolve all the Aſtronomical Appearances 
better, and in a more Natural Way, than by ſuppo- 
ſing ſuch a prodigious Stop to be put to the whole

mordacus; after whom the Kingdom was again tranfla- 
reſe · ted to the 4/yrians, in the Reign of Eſcharbhaddon; 
reh in the 33 23d Year of the World, and the 24th Olym- 
hap- MWpiad. During the Empire of this Eſcharbaddon the 
men AHrian Monarch, Chalcedon that lies over-againſt 
jond the /mperial City, was built by the Thracians, in the 
25th Olympiad, and the 33 29th Year of the World. 
To Eſcharhaddon ſucceeded Soaſdachinus, Chylada- 
ms, Nabopolaſſar ; in the Reign of which laſt, Necho, 
King of Egypt, attempted to cut a Canal from the 
Nile to the Red Sea, wherein he employ'd an Hun- 
dred and Twenty Thouſand Egyptians ; but diſcou- 
aged by the ſlow Progreſs they made, and the vaſt 
Expences he wasat, he gave it over. 3 
„„ Thie 
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This Nabopalaſſar, once more rais'd the Kingdom 
of Babylon to an Univerſal Monarchy; for before his 
Fime it had been ſor ſome Years in the Hands of the 
Aſſyrians ; but he ſubdu'd all Syria, Phænicia, Fudæs, 
and Egypt, and expell'd the Scythians out of Afia. 
To him ſucceeded his Son Næbuc hadnez zar, who 
dream'd of the Four Univerſal Monarchies, that were 
to ſucceed one another. In his Reign was born the 
Grand Cyrus, who rais'd the Perſian Monarchy. Of 
him it is recorded, that one Night he dream'd, The 
Sun flood at his Feet, whom when Cyrus Thrice at- 
tempted to 2 on, the Sun as often diſappeared: 
Which the Magi interpreted as a ſure Sign that he 
ſhould Reign Thirty Years, which came to paſs ac- 
cordingly. _ Lg ë 5 
During this Reign, there was a notable Duel fought 
between Pittacus, one of the Seven Wiſe Men of Greece, 
and Phrynon the moſt renowned Combatant of thoſe 
Days; foe he always won the Prize at the Olympick 
Games. He was General of the Athenians, and be- 
ing puff d up with his conſtant Succeſſes, he defy'd 
any Man to a ſingle Combat. Pittacus the Sage ac- 
cepted the Challenge; and when they were hotly 
engag' d in the Fie d, he ſuddenly threw a Silken Net 
over Phrynon's Head, and having thus entangled him | 
thruſt him through with his Lance. 5 
This was that great Nebuchadnez zar, who having 
beſieg'd and taken Feri ſalem, burnt it down to the 
Ground, raz'd the Walls, and carry'd away all the 
Fews with their Riches into Captivity to Babylon. 
Afterwards having conquer'd all the Neighbouring 
Nations; he new-bui.t Babylon, and enclos'd it with 
Three Walls: He alſo built thoſe Pen ſulous Gardens, 
Renowned throughout the Earth; and made thoſe 
| Brazen Gates which were reckon'd among the Wat 
ders of the Werd. But at length, being puff'd up 
with the Thought of his Magnificent Works ; he was 
Mietamorphos'd into a Satyr or Silvan, and d welt 
Seven Years in the Deſarts of Arabia, being à Com- 
panion of the Brutes.

They have no Colleges 
or Schools, where the Arts and Sciences are pro- 
feſs'd and taught by Rules. Nature is their only 
School-Miſtreſs, and they learn her Inſtructions with 
abundance of Promptneſs and Sagacity. They are 
educated in the open Elements, as in an Academy, 
or Univerſity founded by the Creator of all Things; 
where every Thing they encounter, ſerves as a Book 
to teach them all the Knowledge which is neceſſary 
to their Well-being on Earth. And they need no 
more. 

Tis manifeſt alſo, that ſome Species and [ndividu- 
als are more capable of learning what is taught 'em

« Father, fince it is the Will of the Gods to take 
you from Earth, into their own bleſſed Society, 
and that you have been pleaſed, with the Conſent 
* of the Nobles, to declare me your Succeſſor in the 


Kingdom; tell me, I beſeech you, by what Me- 


© thods of Policy you have govern'd this Empire 


© theſe nineteen Years, that ſo I may follow your 


Example. To whom the King reply'd ; My 
© Son be aſſur'd, That if my Reign has been bleſſed 
© with greater Succeſs and Peace than thoſe of my 
Predeceſſors, tis becauſe in all Things I have ho- 


# © noured the immortal Gods, and done Juſtice to 


every Man. EE 

As ſoon as Artaxerxes was poſſeſſed of the Crown, 
he ſent for his Brother Cyrus, and put him in Manacles 
of Gold, with deſign to make him privately away; 


but at the Interceſſion of his Mother, he releaſed him 5 


again, and reſtor'd him to his Government of Lydia. 
About this Time, Plato the Philoſopher being 
very young, gave an early Specimen of a ripe Wit, 
in comforting Antimachus the Poet, who loſt the 
Garland in a Conteſt with Niceratus, at the Lyſan— 
drian Fraſt. For when he beheld the Poet extremely 
vex'd at the Ignorance and Partiality of Lyſander, 
who knew not how to diſtinguiſh between his lofty 
Meaſures, and the flat Rhimes of his Antagoniſt; 
Plato bid him be of good Courage: For, ſaid he, 


his Ignorance no more diminiſhes thy Knowledge, than 


a blind Man's miſtaking thee for another, would de- 
prive thee of thy Sight e 
When Cyrus was return'd to his Government, he 
plotted to de poſe his Brother; and to win Ly/ander 
to his Party, he preſented him with a Ship built all 
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of Gold and Ivory. Alcibiades, the famous 41h, 
nian Captain perceiving this, deſign'd to give 4% 
taxerxes notice of his Brother's 'Treaſon : But by 
the Way he was murthered himſelf by ſome $4]. 
diers, hired for that Purpoſe by Ly/ander ; who ye 
durſt not ſet upon him in the Day-time, when he wy 
armed in his own Defence, but in the Night ſet his 
Houſe on Fire; and as he was eſcaping thro' the 
Flames and Smoak, they lying in Ambuſh, ſhot hin

dead with Arrows. . 
However, Artaxerxes quickly became ſenſible d 
his Brother's Deſigns; and raiſing an Army of Nine 
hundred thouſand Men, gave him Battel not far from 
Babylon. In the Fight he was wounded by Cyr; 
but after a hot Diſpute, Cyrus was kill'd, and 4, 
taxerxes got the Victory. CM DT, 
Pariſatis, the Mother of Cyrus, to revenge th 
Death of her Son, cauſed thoſe that wounded hin 
to be kill'd with lingring Torments ; and invitinf 
Queen Statyra the Wife of Artaxerxes to a Feaſt, ſt 
divided the Bird Rhindaces aſunder with a Knife po- 
ſoned on one Side, and gave the venomed Part to 
Statyra, eating the other her ſelf. Upon which, the 
Queen died in horrible Anguiſh and Torture. 
The famous Deeds of many Heroes are allo 1. 
corded, during the Reign of this Artaxerxes; as 0 
Agefilaus, King of the Spartans 3 Iphicrates, Pho 
nabazus, Tifſaphernes, and Tiribazus, Perſians ; will 
Conon the Athenian. But fearing to entrench on th 
Patience, I content my ſelf with only mentionin 
their Names, and ſo finiſh my Letter with the Con 
cluſion of Artaxerxes his Life, who died of Grief, ft 
the Death of his Son Arſames, whom Ochus his Br 
ther had cauſed to be murthered out of Envy ut 
Jealouſy, becauſe his Father doated on him. 
If I have not anſwered thy Expectation in this Let 
ter, blame not me, but the Hiſtorians, from whol 
J have collected theſe ' Paſſages ; or accuſe the Ma 
of that Age, that they did not perform Greater di 
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ons. However, in the next thou ſhalt hear of the 
Birth and Life of a Sreat Prophet, even Alexander, 
the Conqueror of all Ala.

The one 
debonair and jovial, exceſſively addicted to Women 
and Wine, yet not forgetting or declining martil 
Affairs, when his Honour or Intereſt invites him to 
take up Arms: The other ſeeming wholly taken i 
with the Thoughts of Conqueſt, and enlarging bi 
Dominions; yet ſparing ſome time for the Enjoy: 
ment of himſelf, and Proſecution of his Amours. 
However, both of them now have proclaimet 
-Þ our War againſt the Hallanders, by Sea and Land 
The King of Sweden, who was before an Ally d 
ia Datch, has of late declared himſelf a Nom 
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And the Biſhop of Munster, who is one of the E- 
jectors of the German Empire, is engaged in the 
French Intereſt. 8 A 
Thus are ſome of the Princes and States in E- 
rope divided already; and G o Þ knows how far the 
Breach may extend in time. : 
Tis not altogether unworthy of Remark, wha 
| different Factions there were of late amongſt the 
Hollanders themſelves, tho a Republicł, pretending 
to greater and faſter Union of Intereſts than what 
can be found in any Monarchy. Yet this Common-

There is another Inſtance of this Cardinal's Re- 
vengeful Temper and his Cruelty. One Day the 
Duke of Orleans, who hated him mortally, went 
fo his Palace, under pretence of giving him a Viſt, 
but really with a Defian to ſtab him, However, as 
ſoon as he came into the Cardinals Preſence, his 
Noſe fell a bleeding. Which appearing to him as 
an ominous Preſage of what he was going about, 
he was ſtruck with ſome Remorſe, and frankly con- 
feſüng his Deſign: to the Cardinal, begg'd his Par- 
don. That cunning Miniſter diſſembling his Re- 
kntments, knowing the Duke was not a Man of 


[Reſolution enough to undertake ſo bold an Action, 


unleſs he had been extremely animated by ſamebo- 
dy near him; he preſently reflected on Monſieur 
Puylaurent, the Duke's chief Favourite. Immedi- 
ately he decreed his Ruin, and to effect it with. 
more Eaſe, he pretended an extraordinary Friend-

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ſhip to him, offering him one of his Neices in Mar. 
riage. Monſieur Puy/azrent, who ſuſpected not the 
Train which was laid for him, embraced the Pro- 
poſal with much Joy, as ls ons, thereby to raiſe 
and eſtabliſh his Fortune under the Protection of 
his potent Uncle. In fine, he married the Cardi. 
nal's Neice, but lived not to enjoy her; for on the 
very Nuptial Day, the Cardinal cauſed him to be 


arreſted and ſent Priſoner to the Baſtile, where he 


was poiſoned by a Fryar, in a Glaſs of Wine. A 
ſoon as he had ſwallowed the fatal Potion, the 


Fryar told him, It was neceſſary for him to confefs bir 


Sins that very Moment, in regard he had but a few Mi. 
nutes to live. Monſieur Puylaurent threw. the Gai 
at the Fryars Head, giving him two or three ſ{wing- 
ing Curſes, and then fell on his Knees to Conteſt. 
on; which being performed, he expir'd. 
Sometimes the Cardinal was very fingular and in- 
genious in the Execution of his Revenge, as if he 
endeavour'd to perſuade the World, that he ful 
_ filled the Law of the Talio, which requires an Eye 
for an Eye, and puniſhes by an exact kind of Pro. 
Portion. As it happened in the Caſe of the Duke: 
of Guiſe, Montmorancy, aud Monſieur de Baſſompierr. 
Theſe were the Heads of a Faction, which diame- 
trically oppos'd the Cardinal and his Party. He ws 
the grand Eye-ſore, the chief Obſtacle of their de 
ſign'd Prevalence at the Court. Wherefore, if the 
could but once remove him out of the Way, the 
thought themſelves ſure of the King's Ear in al 
Things. To effect this, they conſulted together how 
to diſpoſe of him. The Duke of Gui/e was of Opt 
nion, he ſhould not be kill'd, in regard he was a Princt

in the Firmament: In hoc Signo pinces. Conſtantine 
took this for a good O72", and cauſed a St indard of 
Silver to be made exactly after the ſame Form: To, 
which he appointed fifty Standard-Bearers, to carry 
it by Turns, and to guard it: For it was exceeding 
rich, being emboſs'd all over with Rubies, Dia- 
monds, Pearls, and other precious Jewels of the 
Orient. He built a Pavilion alſo for the glorious Idol; 
and being inſtructed in the Chri#ian Law by FEuſebi- 
us Pamphilins, and other learned Mollab's, he was 
at laft baptized by Sylveſter the Pope. 5 

This great Monarch, as the Story goes, being very 
pious, and having conceiv'd a profound Veneration 
for Pope Sy/vefter,left him the Dominion of Rome, and 

2 great part of Italy, whilſt he removed the Imperial 
Court to the Eaſt, and took up his Reſidence at Byxan- 
tium, which he augmented with innumerable ſtatel 
Edifices ; ſtriving, if poſſible, to equal it with the Ma- 
jeſty and Grandeur of Rome. He collected whatſoever 
was precious and beautiful in all the Zaf, to adorn the 
City withal : Witneſs the Palaces of ſuperb Archite- 
ure, the admirable Heighth and Form of divers O- 
belisks and Pillars, all made of Marble, Porphyry, or 
Jaſper. Not to inſiſt on the prodigious Strength and 
Firmneſs of the Walls, the coſtly Aqueducts, with o- 
ther ſerviceable Things.

In the German-Diets, this Order is obſerved: - 
When the Emperor is placed in the Throne, the Arch- 
biſhop of Triers takes his Place juſt over againſt him: 

He of Mentz ſits next to the Emperor, on his Right - 
Hand; the Second Place belongs to the King of Bo- 

henia; and the Third to the Count Palatine of the 
Rhine. On the Emperor's Left Hand, the Archbiſhop 
of Colen takes the firſt Place; the Duke of Saxony the 
next; and the Marqueſs of Brandenburgh the Third. 
The Haus- Towns which acknowledge no other 
Lord but the Emperor, are governed by their own 
Municipal Laws and Privileges. In ſome of them 
the Common People bear Rule; in others a Mixture 
of the Commons and Nables; and many of them 
Wholly obey the Nabil. 

No Man ſalutes by the Title of Emperor, him 
whom the Princes have elected to that Dignity, till 
he be crown'd by the Pope, or Mufti of Rome. They 
call him Cæſar, or King of the Romans, or King of 
Germany; but not Emperor, till the Coronation is fi- 
niſh'd. Nor does the Emperor, even alter he is 
crown'd and eſtabliſh'd in the Throne, exerciſe an 
Abſulute Power in all Things; Affairs of Importance 
being generally referr'd to the Publick Diets or Di- 
ans of the Empire; where the Electoral Princes de- 
liberate all Things; On whom the very Power of 
the Emperc;” himſelf depends. e

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_ - Theſe Diets are very confus'd and tedious, in re- 
ard the Princes ſeldom appear there in their own 
_ Perſons, but ſend their Ambaſſadors and Deputies, 
Who yet have not full Power to conclude any Thing 
without particular Orders from their reſpective Maſters, 
So that a prodigious deal of Time is taken up, in 
ſending Cauriers to inform the Princes of all emer: 
gent Counſels and Tranſactions, and in walting fat 
their expreſs Inſtructions and Anſwers again 
In a word, conſidering the Diverſity of Intereſts 
carried on hy the Electoral Princes, their Mutual 
Feuds and Diſſentions, Domeſtick Animoſities, and 
Foreign Engagements, both on Religious and Politi- 
cal Accounts; tis a Miracle that this tottering Empire 
ſtands ſo long, and does not fall to Ruin: Eſpecially 
being environ'd, and almoſt continually aſſaulted by

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is to be ſeen an Aqueduct of admirable Contrivance 


and Structure, the Work of Conſtantine the Great, 
who by this convey'd Water to the City from ſevery 
Miles Diſtance. So/yman II. augmented it, by open- 


ing a Current of Waters two Miles beyond the 
Source of Conſtantinople, which run through ſeven 
hundred and forty Pipes into the City; beſides thoſe 


which ſerve the M:/qzes, the Baths, and Houſes of 


Purification. 


At the Extremity of the Town is ſeen the antique 
Building of a Fortreſs, which is called the Cale of 


the ſeven Towers; a Work of inimitable Archite- 
ure. There is a Gariſon in it of two hundred and 


fifty Soldiers; not one of which dares to ſet his Foot 


out of the Caſtle-Gates, without the Leave of the 


Vizier Axem, unleſs it be on two certain Days in the 


Year; that is, the firſt of Beiram, and Ramezan. 


In this Place formerly the Ottoman Emperors us'd. 


to lay their Treaſures of Gold and Silver, their Arms 
and Ammunition, their Books, and whatſoever they 


eſteem'd precious. But Anurat the Son of Se/ymus II. 


tranſlated all theſe Things into the Seraz/ ; where 
they have been kept ever fince : And this Caſtle is 


turn'd into a Priſon for Kings and Princes taken 


Captives by the True Faithful; as allo for rebellious 
Baſſa's, and other Perſons of Quality. Here Core/- 


Wi, Fayved of Moldavia, was ſhut up in the Year”. 
1017 of the Chri/tian Ara. And in the Year 1622. 
of the ſame Date, the rebellious Fanizories impri- 


ſon'd their Sovereign Lord, Szltan Oſnan, whom 
atterwards they ſtrangled in the ſame Place: EA 
There are above two thouſand Moſgues, Oratories: 


and Sepulchres, within the Walls of Conſtantinople. 


J have already deſcrib'd that of Aia-S2phian, in my 
aſt. It remains now, that I ſpeak of four others, 
built by ſome of our former Emperors. The firſt 


and chiefeſt, was built by Su/tzn Mahomet II. 


to expreſs his Gratitude to God for the taking of 


Conſtantinople. It is x magnificent Structure, raifed 
cording to the Patlern of Sancta Sophia. He 
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caus'd a hundred ſtately Chambers to be built round 
about it, both for the Service of the Imaum's and Mel: 
las who, belong to the Moſque ; and for the Enter- 
tainment of Strangers, let them. be of what Nation 
or Religion ſoever. He rais'd alſo fifty other Cham- 
bers without theſe, for the Uſe of 2 Poor: And 
endowed the Maſgue with ſixty thouſand Duckets of 
yearly Revenue. 

The ſecond Moſque was built by Bajazet IT. the 
Son of this Mabomet. The third was built by Soli 
mus I. The fourth, by Solyman the Magnificent. 
The three laſt of theſe Princes lie buried each in hi 
con Moſque, under Monuments of a ſuperb Figure: 
Innumerable Lamps burning over them, and round 
about them, Night and Day, whilſt certain Mo/lab'; 
pray by turns, without ceaſing, for the Health af 
the departed Royal Souls. 

But the laſt of theſe Moſques, which was built, a 
T have ſaid, by Sultan Solyman, far exceeds all the 
reſt, and comes not ſhort of Sancta Sophia, in the 
Richneſs of A Porphyry , and other excellent 

Materials. 

The Greeks have forty Churches and Chapels i in 
Conſtantinople, wherein they perform the Nazarent

In this wealthy Market, there is a Gallery or 
Piazza neatly arch'd and ſupported by twenty-four 


Pillars. Under this, there are abundance of little

all thoſe precious Commodities are expos'd to Sale 
on Tables or Counters, and with their Luſtre daz- 
zle the Eyes of ſuch as paſs by. | 

Thou may'it alſo conjecture at the vaſt Gains of 
theſe Merchants, by the Rates which they pay to 
the Grand Signior, only for their Licenſe to ſell in 
this Place. I have known one Man, that was my 


particular Acquaintance, give yearly two thouſand 


Franks for this Liberty ; and he told me, That no 


Man could enjoy the Freedom of the Place under 
that Price, unleſs he had great Favour ſfiewn him, 
which is very rare; and even then it would not be 
much abated. * 


As one paſſes from this Market one Way , there 


ariſes a ſtately Column of Por hyry begirt in many 


Places with Iron Hoops: And little diſtant you ſee 


another more lofty than this: It is called the Hiſto- 


rical Column, being engraven all over with the 


Figures of Men. In this alfo, there is a Stair-caſe 


to the top, but much broken, and in danger of fall- 
ing, if it were not ſtrengthened and held together 
with vaſt Hoops of Iron.

There is another Market alſo wall'd in, beſides 
that of the Goldſmiths, c. which has a Piazza 
ſupported by fixteen Pillars. In this are fold all 
— of Sites And a little way off from this, is 
the Bazar, where they ſell Slaves. So great are 
the Gains of this Traffick, that thoſe who uſe it, 
pay to the Grand Signior, by way of Cuſtom, the 
Yearly Sum of ſixteen Thouſand Zequins. 
| The Vintners, Victuallers, and Sutlers, who fell 
Wine to the Chriſtians and Fes, and privately to the 
Muſulmans, pay yearly fifty Eight Thouſand, Seven 
Hundred and Eighty Eight Zeguins. The very 
ihermen of Conſtantinople, who. live along the 
Strand, pay the . Sum of Twenty Nine Thou- 
and Three Hundred Ninety four Zequins. The 
Corn-Market, where all Sorts of Grain, Pulſe, 
Meal, and Flower are ſold, pays yearly into the 
Treaſury 14 Purſes of Money, each Purſe being 
orth a Thouſand, Six Hundred, Thirty and Three 
Lequins, The Egyptian Merchants, who bring their 
Goods from Alcaire, to ſell them at Conſtantinople, 
pay 24 Purſes. The Fraught of all Foreign Mer- 
hants Ships, make up 180 Purſes of Gold. T have 
mentioned the Value of each Purſe before. The 
great Shambles without the City, pays 32 Purſes.. 
There ſerve in this Place 200 Butchers, over whom
